QUIT THEIR JOBS,

Firebosses, Watchmen and All
Others, Except the Chief Barn
Bosses, Are Called Upon to Join
the Ranks of the Btrikers—District
President Nicholls Btates That the
Bituation Is Encouraging from the
Miners’ BSlde—Companies Olaim
That Strikers Ask Relnstatement.

Pursuant to a declsion reached at a
conference In Wilkes-Barre Thursday
last, between President Mlitchell and
the distrlct presidents of the Unlted
Mine Workers, the following has been
Iszued by the district officers:

Grecting: Appeinls having heen made by
a lurge number of our locals to eall out
the watchmen and other mine workeis
from around the eollleries, and having
learned that watchmen, fire bosses and
driver hngxra and ather workmen are res
aquired to do other work and thelr own;
therefore, wo réquest all watehimen, fire
hosses, driver hosges and all other work-
moen employed In and around the mines to
ceage work and joln In our demand for
nn elght=hour day. and not retuen until o
goeneral settlement hus hoen effectod,

The preosg sintements Indleate thut the
operators demand our unconditionnl sur-
rendor; nnd, Knowing whint unconditionn]
surrender and unconditional employment
has meant {n the past, we dare not sur-
render, and nre determined we will not.

We, therefore, earnestly request the
support of all who are employed at the
collleries, and ask them o join in our
novement, |

will be allowed to remaln at work, pro-
vided he is given an eight-hour day.

The operators re-
fuse to allow intervention of the publie,
whileh s suffering, and elaim, practleally,
that It I8 none of the publie's business,
The publle, ng o patural result, is there-
fore ugialnet the operators.  Helng first
right, and having the public with us, we
combine right with might, and must suc-
cecd.

Superintendent Phillips, of the Dela-
ware, Lackawanna and Western com-
pany, stated yesterday that seventcen
of the enginecrs, firemen and pumpmen
who had quit at the Avondale and Jer-
gey mines, returned to work yesterday,
and that others are to return this week.
Superintendent Rose, of the Delawure
and Hudson, reported that ten of the
firemen and pump runners who went on
strike were back at work yesterday
morning.

Both superintendents report that dur-
ing the past four or five days they huave
had numerous applications from min-
ers and laborers who want to go back
to work, Most of them, they say, ave
non-IEnglish speaking men. They huve
heard of the declaration of the opera-
tors that the forves at the mines are to
be reduced one-third after the etrike,
and fearing that the English speaking
miners will be preferred before them,
are trying to get In on the ground
floor. Seventeen such applications were
recelved at the Deluware, Luckawanna
and Western  offices yesterday. They
were uniformly told that there was no
work for them yet, but thut after a
ghort time If they come In sufficlent
numbers, places will be opened up to
accommodate them.

Francis W, Palmer, of Priceburg, was
vesterduy arvested at the instance of
Robert Colburn, a Delaware, TLacku-
wiunna und Western fireman, who ac-
cused him of calling him (Uolburn)
“weab,'" while on his way to work, and
of attempting to have his milkman re-
fuse to sell him milk.

Palmer professed to he exceedingly
sorry, when arralgned before Magis-
trate Mildar, and apologized to Col-
burn., The company’'s attorney, who
appeared for Colburn, suid that the
company had no desire to send men to
Jull for this offense, but that it has de-
termined to protect its employes ‘from
molestation and insult, The case against
Palmer was withdrawn and he puid the
costs, umounting to §0.30.

ROBINSON RECOVERING.

Chavles Robingon, the Delaware and
Hudson watchman who was mys-
teriously shol at Olyphant during Sat-
urduy night, was able to sit up yester-
day, and the doctors at the hospital
expect he will pull through all right,
How he received his wound still re-
mitins unexplained. All he remembers
Is that he felt a stinging sensution in
his right breast and then became un-
conscious. He says he heard no shot
fired, or if he did he hus forgotten it.
He glso declares that It was impossible
for him to have shot himegelf, aceciden-
tally, as hig revolver was In his holster,
with the barrel pointing downward.
